gress to secure an amendment to the Sherman antitrust law 
providing for the safeguarding of legitimate business interests 
and to permit reasonable trade agreements. At the conference 
of the National Civic Federation held in Chicago recently, res- 
olutions to this end were adopted and the representatives of 
the drug trade, both wholesale and retail, were influential iu 
shaping some of the resolutions to serve their interests. The 
address to the conference by Dr. Schieffelin, which is published 
elsewhere in this issue, is notable for the lucid and compre- 
hensive manner in which the history @f agreements in the drug 
trade is reviewed. 

With the multiplicity of new laws 
affecting pharmacy, especially in New 
York; it becomes more than ever 
necessary for pharmacists to acquaint

themselves with the application of these laws to their busi- 
ness. The pharmaceutical press has done what it could to 
acquaint readers of the journals with the provisions of the 
various laws pertaining to pharmacy as they have been enacted, 
but it is evident from reports received by us that many drug- 
gists are not as well informed as they should be regarding 
local measures, though the local societiés have met and dis- 
cussed them, following reports made by committees which have 
had legislative matters in their charge. If the New York State 
Board of Pharmacy were to adopt aggressive measures they 
would undertake the enforcement of some laws now on the 
statute books which would bear heavily on pharmacists. They 
have power under the pharmacy law to investigate and prose- 
cute violations of any law of New York State pertaining in any 
way to the sale of drugs, medicines or poisons, or the practice 
of pharmacy, and, while it is not likely that the board would 
take such an extreme step as to bring prosecution under the 
2age.antisubstitution law for the dispensing of preparations 
of pharmacop@ial standard of their own make, say, where 
preparations of another make are specified, the law confers 
on them the authority to do so. The necessity for studying all 
new laws pertaining to pharmacy and making themselves fa- 
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miliar with their provisions was never so great as at present,

Origin of the Tripartite Plan. 
While the provided a reasonable remunera

retail druggists who some years later were compelled to sell

t gave no protection to the large army of 


proprietary medicines practically at cost to meet the ruinous 
competition of department stores and the few large retailers 
who made a specialty of cutting prices on these articles, mainly 
for the purpose of drawing customers to their stores and sell 
ing them other goods on which they made a large profit. In 
order to assist the rank and file of the retail drug trade many 
proprietors adopted about seven years ago what was known as 
the “tripartite plan,” under which they required their whole 
sale distributers to refuse sales of their goods to the “ aggres 
sive cutters,” who insisted upon selling below the prices agreed 
upon by most ot the retailers in their respective communities. 

The direct contract and serial numbering plan was later 
adopted by some of the proprietors, who fixed both the retail 
and wholesale prices on their goods, and took direct contracts 
from the retailers as well as the wholesalers, requiring them 
not to sell below such prices, 

Under none of these plans were the prices of proprietary 
medicines unreasonably increased. 
beyond the retail prices marked on the goods by the proprietors

themselves, and, in fact, the retailers sold considerably below 
such prices in the great majority of cases. 
What Led the Government to Bring Suit Under the Sherman Law 
Unfortunately, however, some mistakes occurred in the op 
eration of the tripartite plan, the principal one being the effort 
of the retailers, through a so-called “ Honor Roll,” to persuade 
jobbers to refuse goods of every kind to “ aggressive cutters.’ 
This led to excesses, which occasionally took on the appear 
anee of an attempt at tyranny, and the result was that thi 
Government brought a suit against the proprietors, wholesalers 
and retailers, on a charge of combination or conspiracy to re 
strain trade in violation of the Sherman antitrust law. As the

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outcome of this suit the United States Cireuit Court at In- 
dianapolis issued a decree forbidding any further. co-operation 
between the three branches of the trade in carrying out any 
plans for the sale of goods, and even enjoining the wholesalers 
and retailers, through their respective associations, from mak- 
ing any effort to secure the adoption by proprietors of plans 
for the maintenance of their prices. But the decree does not 
deny the right of a manufacturer to adopt and enforce any 
plan he may choose for the sale of his own goods, provided his 
action is individual and not in combination with any other 
person or association. 

While some errors were made in the attempt to improve 
the deplorable conditions existing in, the retail drug trade, they 
were due to an excess of zeal, and there was no intention on 
the part of any one concerned to violate the law. 

It was a great injustice to designate as a “drug trust” the 
trade which existed among manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers for the sale of proprietary articles.

On the contrary, these arrangements were directly opposed to 


the “trust”? idea. Their object was simply to establish uni- 
form selling prices, which provided only a fair margin of 


profit, so that the thousands of small dealers could continue in 
business, instead of being driven out by the comparatively few 
“aggressive cutters,” whose methods tended to monopolize the 
business in their own hands. 

Until the Government suit was brought against the drug in- 
terests it had always been supposed that the Sherman antitrust 
law was intended for the protection of the many against the 
few. Jt was used, however, to produce exactly the opposite 
result in It was also humiliating that the whole

Effect of the Government Injunction. 


The Sherman law is such a broad one that the injunetion 
in the Government suit completely tied the hands of the two 
large associations existing in the wholesale and retail branches 
of the drug trade, and prevents either of them from making 
any organized effort to obtain protection from the manufactur- 
ers Whose goods they handle. It can hardly be conceived that 
the law was ever intended to work such a great hardship upon 
thousands of good citizens engaged in the same line of business. 
Unless this law is so amended as to permit reasonable agree 
ments, Which are beneficial to commerce and which do not 
conflict with the public welfare in any way, the business men 
of this country will undoubtedly be placed at a great disad 
vantage. If this law should be literally applied it will cause 
the greatest possible restraint ef trade, although it was in 
tended to prevent that condition. Reasonable agreements do 
hot restrain trade, but promote it. 

Should the Sherman law be pushed to its logieal conelu- 
sion the merchants and manufacturers, who are being held to 
a strict accountabillity under it, are not the only classes of 
citizens whom it will involve. For instance, it is well known 
that the farmers, through their associations, fix the price of 


cotton and perhaps other commodities produced by them. Ac 
cording to the newspapers, such associations have not only 
established minimum selling prices on cotton, but have ar 


ranged for storing and holding the crops until purchasers are 
compelled to buy at the prices fixed by them. Labor unions 
have also been actively engaged for many making 
agreements with their employers, fixing the prices of labor, 
It is hardly necessary to

How Prices Are Regulated in Great Britaio and Ireland. 

The following is from our Consul at Belfast, Ireland : 

“The Ulster Drug Trade Association, with headquar- 

ters in Belfast, is composed of retail druggists. Its objects 
as stated in its printed price-lists, are: 

“*To regulate from time to time the retail prices of 
patent and proprietary articles dealt in by the trade. 

“To maintain an uniform minimum selling price for 
all patent and proprietary articles.’ 


“Each member signs an agreement to sell all such 
articles ‘at prices not less than the prices set forth in 


the association’s price-list.’ 


“The Proprietary Articles Trade Association, organ- 
ized in 1896, has a membership throughout the United 
Kingdom. It includes manufacturers of proprietary ar- 


ticles, and wholesale and retail dealers in the same. Its 


affairs are directed by a council of thirty members, elect- 


ed annually—ten from the manufacturers, ten from the 
wholesalers and ten from the retailers. Among the ob 


jects named are: ‘The taking of such steps as the asso 
ciation may be advised are legal to deal with extreme cut 
ting prices. 

“This association issues a ‘list of protected articles,’ 
the minimum

firms who sell them below the stipulated price’ 
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“In ease any dealer, wholesale or retail, is proved to 
have sold proprietary goods below the minimum price 
fixed by the association his name is placed on the ‘stop 
list,’ which is defined as ‘ the list of firms from whom it is 
found necessary to withhold supplies.’ The offending firm 
can obtain no further supply of any goods included in the 
association’s ‘protected list, from either the manufac- 
turers or from other dealers.” 

Free and Unrestrained Trade in France. 

Our Consul at Bordeaux, France, reports: 

“In France, trade is practically free and unrestrained, man- 
ufacturers and dealers being at liberty to fix the price of the 
goods they manufacture or sell. Under the law they have the 
right to combine for the study and the protection of their in- 
terests. They have the right also to make agreements as to 
price, but the law imposes certain restrictions. For instance, 
if the ‘holders’ of an article combine to force its price they 
may be prosecuted under section 419 of the French Penal Code, 
which, it would appear, was enacted for the purpose of forbid- 
ding ‘corners’ and preventing monopolies.” 

The Laws of the German Empire. 

The following is from our Consul-General at Berlin, Ger- 
many: 

“There are no laws in Germany, either national or state, 
which are specially directed against the formation of com- 
binations for the purpose of conserving and promoting the in- 
terests of the various trades. These combinations, called ‘ ver- 
bande,’ ‘kartellen’ syndicates, ete., have risen to such a de- 
gree of importance that they exercise a powerful influence up- 
on, if not control, the industrial and commercial conditions of 
Germany. In fact, the organizations of German manufactur- 
ers and producers cover practically the entire field of industrial 
activity in this country. The various forms of syndicates are 
organized undet the German law of corporations. The con- 
tracts and agreements of the kartells, like those of all business 


enterprises, are subject to the provisions of the Civil Code and 


Code of Commerce. Proceedings have been frequently taken 
against the combinations, based upon paragraph 88 of the Civil 
Code, which states that any agreement is null and void whici 
is opposed to the principles of moral law, or which may result 
in usurious extortion, and also upon the plea that the agree- 
ments made by kartells had a tendency ‘to restrict the enjoy- 
ment of industrial liberty. 

“The Supreme Court of Justice of Germany at Leipsic has 
decided in many cases that the agreements of the kartells were 
not null from the mere fact that such agreements have been 
made, but that it could be possible to contest the agreements 
in the general interest of the industrial and commercial world 
and’ of the people at large, and to protect industrial liberty, 
when the agreements tended to control the markets for specu- 
lative purposes, or to create a monopoly and eliminate legiti- 
mate competition, so that merchandise would be sold at extor- 
tionate prices. Agreements, however, made in good faith to 
protect certain branches of trade from a ruinous fluctuation of 
prices, owing to a needless competition, are not contrary to the 
principles of morality and do not tend to restrict industrial 
liberty, but are only the legitimate results of an act of self-de- 
fence, taken in the interest of the trade concerned. In other 
words, the German Supreme Court, up to the present time, has 
rejected the interpretation of article 138 of the Civil Code, 
which would tend to nullify the agreements of the syndicates 
as contrary to the principles of morality, and has officially 
recognized the economic justification of combinations and their 
right to legal protection, unless they use unlawful methods of 
checking competitors who refuse to join them.” 

Our Vice-Consul-General at Frankfort, Germany, says: 

“As yet no antitrust laws have been issued in Germany. 
There has been no necessity for them because the measures 
adopted by the trusts and combines to fix moderate prices with 
a fair margin of profit have proved beneficial to all—to the 
trusts, the traders and the public—on account of the increased 
stability of prices and reasonable terms. 

“The Government seems rather to favor the trusts, and in 
some instances Government officials have been permitted, after 
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having nominally resigned their posts, to act as managers of 
such organizations.” 


Law in Regatd to Imposition of Penalties. 


Question No. 2. 


What penalties, if any, are associations or manufacturers allowed 
to impose on dealers who violate agreements or accepted terms? 


The gist of the answers is that they are free to stop sup- 
plies or impose such pecuniary penalties as they may see fit. 

Our Consul at Liverpool, England, reports: 

“Penalties imposed by associations of manufacturers for a 
violation of any agreement entered into or accepted by them 
are enforcible.” 

Our Consul at Edinburgh, Scotland, writes: 

“ Associations or manufacturers may refuse to sell to deal- 
ers who violate agreements or accepted terms. Or they may 
exact payment of a penalty for violation of the agreement as 
a condition precedent to further sales to such dealers. If the 
agreement between an association or manufacturers and deal- 
ers is in the form of a contract, prescribing a penalty for vio- 
lation, this penalty may be enforced at law. It has been held, 
however, that though a contract stipulates for a sum as a 
penalty or as liquidated damages, the court may, in the exer- 
cise of its equitable jurisdiction, modify the amount if it is 
exorbitant.” 

From our Vice-Consul at Glasgow, Scotland: 

“ Such agreements may contain a clause of clauses imposing 
penalties for failure to fulfill the conditions set forth therein. 
If the restraint contained in the agreement is such as only to 
afford fair protection to the interests of the party in favor of 
whom it is given, and is not so far reaching as to interfere 
with the interests of the public, an action for payment of the 
penalties specified in the agreement would probably be sus- 
tained by the court.” 

Our Consul at Nice, France, reports: 

“There are no ‘associations’ of druggists in this consular 
district, but if there were they would be allowed to impose on 
dealers who violate agreements or accepted terms such penal- 
ties as each ‘association’ might deem proper to inflict by rules 
established by it.” 

Protective Organizations in Germany. 


Our Consul-General at Berlin, Germany, says: 

“The nature of the penalties to be imposed by syndicates 
on its members or on dealers who violate agreements or ac- 
cepted terms is usually stated in the statutes of the kartell, 
and if the syndicate has net been declared illegal the penalties 
can be enforced through the courts of justice. In the steel 
syndicate a strict surveillance is exercised, and serious penal- 
ties are,inflicted upon any manufacturer who violates the stipu- 
lations of the kartell. Blank aeceptaneces are signed by each 
member and put in the hands of the treasurer of the syndicate. 
Should a member be fined the treasurer fills in the amount of 
such penalty on the signed check and puts it into circulation. 
In case of dispute between a manufacturer and the syndicate 
the matter is referred for decision to a committee of arbitra- 
tion of the kartell. 

“In Germany there exists a protective organization of drug 
and perfumery manufacturers, with an international member- 
ship, called the ‘ Verband der Fabrikanten von Markenartikeln 
E. V.,’ an association of manufacturers of articles which have 
copyrighted brands, such as Odol, Rogers & Gallet perfumery, 
ete. Its customers are bound by an agreement not to sell any 
of the products of its members at other than fixed prites or to 
anybody who may be blacklisted. An infringement of the 
agreement is punishable by the refusal of the members of the 
association to supply goods to the guilty party.”

Question No. 8. 

Does the country to which you are accredited prohibit manufactur- 
ers or dealers from fixing prices with a fair margin of profit on their 
wares / 

The answers show that it is lawful for manufacturers and 
dealers to fix whatever prices they choose on their goods. In 
Germany, however, the Government fixes the prices of medi- 
cines other than proprietary articles, and a severe fine is im- 
posed on those dealers who charge more than the legal rate. 

Question No. 4. 


Does it distinguish between articles known as “ necessities of life” 
and other articles in trade agreements? 


No distinction is made except in France, where the munici- 
pal authorities sometimes fix the price of bread, meat, and 
possibly other “ necessities of life.” 

Question No. 5. 


Does it distinguish between articles protected by patents or trade- 
marks and those which are not? 


According to the answers there is no distinction made.

A GOOD PLAN TO SECURE DESIRABLE CREDIT 
CUSTOMERS. 
By J. B. Moore, 
Philadelphia. 

When the pharmacist is situated and doing business in a 
neighborhood where he is surrounded by the poor or laboring 
classes, or those in very moderate circumstances, and there are 
but few property owners, the credit business would be very 
hazardous and should be discouraged as much as possible. In 
neighborhoods, however, where he is surrounded by the wealthy 
classes, or those in prosperous circumstances, and many of them 
property owners and financially responsible, then a judicious 
credit business is desirable and should be encouraged. - By hav- 
ing a book account with such customers the pharmacist is likely 
to secure almost their entire business, and he can generally 
obtain regular and straight prices for almost all goods. The 
mag or woman who shops or deals with cash in his or her 
pocket is generally apt to be particular about the price they 
pay for anything they buy and will seek the stores where they 
can buy the cheapest. Furthermore, when book account: cus- 
tomers with whom the pharmacist’s dealings have been friendly 
and satisfactory move from his neighborhood they will oftey 
come back and continue to deal with him for years afterward. 
Whereas if they are cash customers they are prone to com- 
mence at once to deal at the nearest and most attractive phar- 
macy in their new neighborhood. At least this has been the 
result of my observation and experience in business for many 
years. Therefore I think it would be good policy for every 
pharmacist to ascertain by the proper means the character and 
financial standing of all the desirable residents within several 
squares of his store, and make a list in a book provided for 
the purpose of all whom he considers would be responsible peo- 
ple with whom to open accounts. He should then send to each 
one a letter, like or similar in form to the subjoined one, calling 
their attention to his store, soliciting their patronage and in- 
viting them to open an account. To command respect and at- 
tention this letter should be nicely typewritten on good paper, 
and it should be sealed and sent under a two-cent stamp, and 
be addressed by name to the head of the family:

DeaR Sir,—We do not do, nor do we wish to encourage an indis- 
¢«viminate credit business, but we desire in this communication to say 
that we are willing and shall be pleased to open an account with you 
at our pharmacy. We believe that such an arrangement would often 
prove a convenience to you and be mutually beneficial. 

Family as well as individual purchases at drug stores are generally 
small and sometimes frequent. and are often made under circumstances 
of extreme emergency. Occasionally at a late hour of the night such a 
purchase is needed, and it might happen, even to the most opulent, that 
they might not have just the right change necessary at hand. Further- 
more, it is not desirable or safe to intrust money of large denomination 
to children, servants or other messengers, not knowing what kind of 
change they may receive. 

f you should think favorably of our suggestion, we should be 
pleased to have you favor us with an interview at your convenience. 
Under any circumstances we should be pleased to have you favor us 
with a part of your patronage. 

We have one of the most reliable pharmacies at which you could 
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deal. Our stock of drugs, chemicals, pharmaceutical preparations, etc., 
are of the highest standard of excellence, the finest products of the 
most famous chemical and pharmaceutical laboratories of the world. 

Our Prescription Department is unique, and it is fitted in elegant 
style. It is managed and conducted in ihe most scientific and careful 
manner. Our assistants are gentlemen of experience and intelligence, 
are careful and thoroughly understand their business. Our prices are 
most reasonable. 


We do an active and hustling business, and nothing remains long 
enough upon our shelves to become stale. We are prompt and expedi- 
tious in waiting upon customers, and in delivering all orders intrusted 
to our care. We will accommodate you in every way possible. 

After a trial. if we fail to meet your expectations kindly notify us 
of our shortcomings, and then if we cannot please you we shall not 
expect a continuance of your patronage.

The pharmacist should not be discouraged and stop after 
sending only one letter. Where there is no response he should 
repeat the letter occasionally. The first one may make only 
an evanescent impression and be soon forgotten, but the repe- 
tition of the letters will probably impress some who will be 
open to conviction, and he may thus secure many first-class and 
profitable customers. This rule must be followed in all kinds 
of advertising to make. it effective. These letters will, at any 
rate, have the effect of calling attention to the pharmacist’s 
store and reflect credit upon his business tact and enterprise. 
Such letters are not like an ordinary advertisement, and I be- 
lieve would be acceptable and thankfully received. Doubtless 
many would feel flattered by them, as a compliment to their 
character and financial standing. Many persons, I have no 
doubt, have been dealing at stores on book accounts for years 
who have long become dissatisfied with the pharmacist. They 
perhaps have had disputes about prices, unpleasant misunder- 
standings concerning the correctness of accounts or other ir- 
regularities, or evidence of discourtesy upon the part of the 
pharmacist or his clerks, which may have been real or imagi- 
nary, or they may have been hasty. rude or too importunate in 
their demands for settlement of accounts. Many people, under 
such circumstances, are ever ripe for a change of stores and 
transfer of accounts. But many are modest and sensitive and 
would hesitate to ask for credit or the privilege of opening an 
account in a store unless they were well acquainted, no matter 
how much they might desire to do so; but if invited might 
gladly accept the courtesy, and especially from a pharmacist 
of good reputation and the possessor of a handsome and at- 
tractive store. 

The enterprising pharmacist should also always be on the 
alert to keep a watch upon the change of residents in the neigh- 
borhood, and as soon as all newcomers have become comfort- 
ably quartered in their new homes, and he has had the time 
and opportunity to ascertain their desirability as account cus- 
tomers, he should send them a letter accompanied by one of his 
circulars.

Assay for Camphor Liniment.—C. G. McE.—A_ simple 
method for assaying camphor liniment is that proposed by E. 
Fullerton Cook (AMERICAN Drucaist, June 26, 1905, page 345), 
as follows: 

Pour about 5 Ce. of camphor liniment into a tared platinum 
or porcelain dish; determine its weight exactly; then subject 
it to the heat of a water bath (about 100 degrees C.) during 
three hours. Cool and weigh. ‘To find the percentage of cam- 
phor indicated by the assay, subtract this weight from the 
amount of camphor liniment originally taken, multiply the dif- 
ference by 100 and divide the product by the weight of the 
sample taken. To this percentage about 1% percent. may 
be added, as a correction factor, to represent the total per- 
centage of camphor present in the sample. 

A method advocated by two English pharmacists (W. B. 
Cowie and W. Dickson, “ Year Book of Pharmacy, 1906,” page 
122) is to express the camphor in terms of weight to volume. 
then a weight equivalent to 
10 Ce. is weighed off into a suitable beaker. A weight of olive 
oil of known specific gravity equal to 8 Ce. is also weighed off 
into a similar beaker; this represents the oil in the liniment 
without the camphor, Both are heated at 150 degrees C. on a 
sand bath until constant in weight. The loss of weight in the 
oil alone is deducted from that observed with the liniment, thus 
giving a more correct loss for camphor.

{bout Liquor Frauds. 

Four or five of the largest downtown Drug Stores have taken out 
Saloon Licenses under the Chicago ordinances governing the sale of 
whiskey, ete. When you see a liquor display in a Drug Store window, 
that shop has procured a Saloon License at an expense of $1,000 per 
annum. It dare not make such a display otherwise. It, of course, also 
has the United States license at $25 per year. 

The Economical sells pure Wines and Liquors under the city ordi 
nances regulating their sale in Drug Stores * for medicinal, mechanical 
or sacerdotal use,” for which it pays the city license fee of $5, and 
the Government license of $25 per year. * We couldn't afford to pay 
the $1,000 license for two First, we would not dare to be 
classed as a “ Saloon,’ and Secondly, we would scorn to sell the rotten 
rubbish masquerading as “ whiskey,”” and without the sale of which 
‘there is ne money in the liquor business.”

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OFFICIAL STANDARDS AND TESTS CRITICISED. 

Optical Rotation Tests Unreliable—-Loss of Nitroglycerin in Tablets 
—An Opportunity for Pharmacists—Standards Must Be Reason- 
able—Druggists Buying Low Grade Goods Knowingly. 





Philadelphia, November 5.-—The November meeting of the 
Philadelphia Branch of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion was devoted to a discussion of “ The Official Standards 
and Tests.” 

The first paper to be presented on the subject was one en 
titled: “Comments on some oflicial standards and. tests,” by 
I. Henry Bernegau, who presented a number of observations 
that he had made relating to the purity rubrie of the U.S. P. 
He had encountered considerable difficulty in connection with 
the determinations of optical rotation of the essential oils. The 
specimens that he had seen differed widely from the official 
requirements, in not a few instances. 
cussed a ready method for the nitro 
glyeerin and asserted that the nitro-glycerin, in the 
making of tablets, was no doubt due to the evaporation in the 
process of granulation.

From the Retailer’s Standpoint. 

Wim. L, Cliffe presented a communication on “ Official Stand- 
ards and Tests from the Standpoint of the Retail Druggist.” 
He pointed out that the dependence which had been placed by 
the retailer, in the manufacturer and the jobber would not 
avail under the new condition of things. With the enforce 
ment of more stringent laws it will become necessary for 
pharmacists to apply the official tests for identity and purity 
themselves, and thus be in position to guarantee the materials 
dispen¥ed, regardless of their origin. Mr. Cliffe believes that 
the prestige that will be gained, by meeting the present day 


demands in a practical way will be a direct benefit to the 
retailer. Opportunities are presenting themselves daily for 
pharmacists to establish themselves as professional men. 


Detitled Criticisms. 
Vanderkleed read a paper by Dr. A, R. LL. Dohme 
and Dr. Herman Engelhardt, entitled, “The U. S. P. Eighth 
Revision and Its Relation to Some Drugs and Chemicals.” 
This paner discusses at some length the changes that have been 
made in the eighth edition of the U. S. P., in the recently pub 
lished corrections, and the authors also point out a number of in

stances in which the standards that have been established are 
not being complied with by the drugs on the market. 
Changes Due to Microorganisms. 

Among the substances that have been found to deviate fromm 
the standards they enumerate: Acetphenetidin, 
borie aeid, asafetida, cerium oxalate, copaiba, jalap and a nun 
ber of the volatile oils.. 

Prof. Henry Kraemer, in discussing the papers that had 
been presented called particular attention to the need for re 
tail drtiggists adapting themselves to changing conditions. Re 
ferring to the optical rotation of essential oils differing from 
the standards that had established, he thought that it 
would be readily possible this factor to be materially 
changed by a number of conditions, or the presence of mate 
rials, not necessarily contaminations, readily overlooked. Pro 
fessor Kraemer also referred to a number of changes in drugs 
und other substances that had come under his observation, evi 
dently caused by the growth of microorganisms or other forms 
of lower vegetable forms of life. Taking all of these possible 
into consideration the wonder was that the Pharma- 
copeein has come as near being right as it has. 

The Committee of Revisfon Heard From. 

Prof. Jos. P. Remington, speaking as a member of the Com: 
mittee on Revision, said that the experiences that have been 
gained during the past year will be of incalculable value to 
the committee in its future work. He laid considerable stress 
on the need for standards being such as are attainable and 
not too high. Essential oils he believed to be the most fre-

Druggists Buying Cheap Grades Knowingly. 

M. I. Wilbert called attention to the fact that manufacturers 
could not be expected to guarantee their products after the 
original package had been broken and that the retailer, whether 
he wanted to or not, would be obliged to assume responsibility 
for all substances sold or dispensed other than those sold. in 
the original package, He also called attention to the fact that 
manufacturers and dealers are selling essential oils and other 
substances guaranteed to be compounded, or fit only for teehni 
cal use, and that some retail druggists are buying these prod 
ucts for use in their prescription departments, 

Dr. A. G. Miller, in discussing the labelling of adulterated 
or impure substances called attention to the fact that at least 
one manufacturer of magnesium carbonate labelled his product 
as being for technical use only and was marketing another 
quality at seven or eight times the price, as being of U. S. P. 
xrade. So far as he could learn retail druggists were still 
buying the ordinary quality of magnésium carbonate for phar 
maecentical

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RIGHTS OF MANUFACTURERS USING DENATURED 
ALCOHOL. 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue Instructs Agents to Investigate 
Use of the Fluid in the Industries—Suggestions as to Amend- 
ments or Changes in the Regulations Are Invited. 


Under date of October 19, 1907, John G. Capers, Cominis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, has issued the following circular of 
information for collectors and internal revenue agents: 

Collectors and revenue agents are instructed, as opportuni- 
ties offer, to fully advise those in whose business alcohol car 
be used as to the rights and privileges of manufacturers using 
denatured. alcohol in manufacturing processes. 

Denatured alcohol may, under the law, be employed in the 
manufacture of anything except beverages or liquid medicinal! 
preparations. Under the amendatory act of March 2, 1907, it 
may be employed in the manufacture of chloroform and ether. 

Regulations 30, revised, authorize the use of either com- 
pletely or specially denatured alcohol in manufacturing pro- 
cesses. There are two formulas under which alcohol is de- 
natured completely, to wit, the wood alcohol-benzine and the 
wood alcohol-pyridine formulas. Completely denatured alcohol 
is sold on the market without restrictions. 

Manufacturers using léss than 50 gallons of completely de- 
natured alcohol per month are not required to secure permit. 
Manufacturers using more than 50 gallons of such alcohol pev 
month are required by Regulations 30 to secure permit from 
the collector of iuternal revenue of the district in which the 


‘business is located. 


No records are to be kept or returns made by manufacturers 
using completely denatured alcohol unless’ they recover 
alcohol for reuse. The manufacturer is simply required to keep 
the alcohol locked in a room or rooms anywhere on his prem- 
ises, and he may keep it in any room on his premises except 


one in which distilled spirits, wine or malt liquors are kept or 


stored. 

Completely denatured alcohol may be bought from dealers 
or denaturers in the open market, aud may be delivered ia 
transportation tanks (tank 
It may be kept on 


either stamped packages, or by 
cars), or delivery tanks (tank wagons). 
the manufacturing premises, stored in stamped packages, or in 
tanks specially set aside for that purpose. 

Where completely denatured alcohol is not suitable for use 
in an industry, and denatured alcohol, withdrawn from bond 
free of tax, can be legally used in such industry, the regula- 
tions provide for the authorization of the use of alcohol de- 
natured under a special formula. If it should be found neces- 
sary, more than one formula will be authorized for the same 
industry. ‘ 

Application for the use of a special formula in an industry 
must be made to the collector of internal revenue, who will 
submit such application to this office for a decision. The use 
of a special formula has been authorized in each of the follow- 
ing industries: 

Shellac varnishes, photographie dry plates, embalming fluid, 
heliotropin, lacquers from soluble cotton, resin of podophylium, 
and similar products, manufacture of ethyl chloride, acetic 
ether, surgical ligatures, filaments for incandescent electric 
lamps, silver ware and bronze, and of thermometer and 
barometer tubes; also in the manufacture of celluloid, pyralin, 
and similar products; transparent soap; smoking and chewing 
tobacco; photo-engraving; fulminate of mercury; imitation 
leather; watches; sulphuric ether; sulphonmethane; rubber; 
pastes and varnishes from soluble cotton; photographic collo- 
dion (2). 

When a special formula for use in an industry has been 
authorized by this office. the individual manufacturer, desiring 
to qualify in order that he may use alcohol denatured under 
such formula at his manufacturing plant, shall make applica- 
tion to the collector for permit in which he shall state the kind 
of business in which he is engaged and in which he desires to 
use denatured alcohol, and the location of his plant and the 
formula he desires to employ. 
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Manufacturers using specially denatured alcohol must se- 
cure their alcohol direct from a denaturer—that is to say, 
either from a distillery or a central denaturing bonded ware- 
house. They must give bond, the condition of which is that 
they will not misapply the alcohol denatured for them and de- 
livered to them for use in manufacture, The penal sum of the 
bond depends upon the quantity of alcohol the manufacturer 
uses, 

Manufacturers using specially denatured alcohol are re- 
quired to provide a room in which to store the alcohol as it is 
received. They must also name a custodian, who is to have 
supervision over the room and the alcohol stored therein—that 
is, to carry the keys to the room or any tanks that may be 
located therein for the storage of alcohol. This room must be 
used exclusively for the storage of alcohol. 

Such manufacturers are permitted to receive alcohol in bulk 
from transportation or delivery tanks and to keep it stored in 
their storeroom in storage tanks. They are required to keep a 
record in which to enter the alcohol as it is received and dis- 
posed of, and they are required to make a monthly return to 
the collector from this record. They are not required, as for- 
merly, to keep any record of the goods in the manufacture of 
which they use denatured alcohol. 

Manufacturers using either completely or specially de- 
natured alcohol are permitted to recover the alcohol used by 
them and to restore it to a condition suitable for reuse. This 
may be done either at their manufacturing plant under proper 
supervision, or it may be done at a bonded central restoring 
and redenaturing plant to which such recovered alcohol can be 
shipped and from which it can be received again for reuse. 

Revenue agents, inspectors, deputy collectors and other 
revenue officers are instructed to carefully investigate all in- 
dustries in which denatured alcohol is being used or can be 
used, with the view of ascertaining how the regulations hereto- 
fore adopted operate, and what objections there are, if any, to 
said regulations. It is the desire of this office to hear and con- 
sider any reasonable objections there may be to existing regu- 
lations. In view of the large number of industries in which de- 
natured alcohol is used, the various conditions under which, 
and the purposes for which it is employed, it has always been 
realized here that the making of uniform regulations to meet 
all conditions in all industries to the entire satisfaction of ail 
concerned: would be difficult of accomplishment. The regula- 
tions as applied to manufacturers as prepared and adopted 
have been considered to an extent tentative. This office, there 
fore, expects all the representatives of this bureau to ascer: 
tain and report existing conditions, and submit to this office 
any suggestions from manufacturers interested, made in good 
faith, and to submit themselves any suggestions as to amend- 
ments or ¢ghanges in the regulations that may appear to be de- 
sirable and practicable.

COMMITTEE ON PRACTICE. 

The Committee on Practice believed that it is its sphere to 
take up that part of pharmacy pertaining to the laboratory of 
the pharmacy. 

The making of scientific preparations in the pharmacy is 
certainly important, and now, when the U. S. P. and N. F. 
propaganda is a live issue throughout the land, we think it 
good policy for this branch, as well as other branches of the 
A. Ph. A., to take up for discussion such preparations as may 
be suggested from time to time for modification or reconstruc- 
tion for practical improvement. 

It stands to reason that when such books as the U. S. P. 
and N. F. are compiled there will appear some formulas that, 
being worked out theoretically, are not as practical as the 
pharmacist would like, and it is for us to discuss such for- 
mulas and submit results to the Committees on the Revision 
of'the U. S. P. and N. F. through the proper channels.

In the discussion which followed, it was evident that the 
scheme proposed would evoke considerable interest among the 
retail pharmacists, and that discussion on this particular sub- 
ject would be had at every meeting.

On behalf of the Committee on Medical Relations, Professor 
Hallberg reported that owing to the vacation interven:ag since 
the last meeting of the Joint Committee with the Chicago Med- 
ical Society, no action had yet been taken on the proposed 
declaration concerning the prescription, but that as soon as 
the Council of the Chicago Medical Society reached the subject 
the committee would then make further report. 

TU MAKE AN EXHIBIT OF VU, S. P, AND N. F. GOODS. 

It was announced that the American Medical Association 
will hold its annual meeting in Chicago the first week in June, 
and that it is very desirable that the Branch make an exhibit 
of U. S. P. and N. F. articles similar to that made by the Phila- 
delphia Branch at the meeting in Atlantic City in June of this 
vear. Owing to the absence of the president, it was decided 
to let the matter go over until the next meeting. 

The vote on the proposed amendment to the by-laws clas- 
sifying the members into associate and active members, with 
a membership fee of $1 per year, was also deferred. 

The completion of the Physicians’ Manual of the U. S. P. 
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and IF. was announced, and the members informed that a 
descriptive circular had been prepared to acquaint members 
of the Branch with the object of the book and enable them 
to subscribe for such number for their physicians as they might 
desire. 

The chairman announced that the Council of the A. Ph. A.

BALTIMORE BRANCH REVIEWS THE NEW YORK 


MEETING. 


Medical and Chirurgical Faculty Invite Pharmacists to Cooperate in 
Buildiag—Propaganda Work Placed in Committee’s Hands. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

saltimore, November 8.—The meeting of the Baltimore 
branch of the American Pharmaceutical Association, held at 
the rooms of the Maryland Medical and Chirurgical Faculty, on 
North Eutaw street, October 24, was rendered especially inter- 
esting by the presentation of reports of what was done at the 
annual meeting of the general association. Charles Caspari, 
jr., the first speaker, gave a very gratifying report of the gen- 
eral status of the organization, and also reviewed the meetings 
of the council and general sessions, drawing particular atten- 
tion to the very able addresses delivered by visiting delegates 
and others at the opening session and reading that of Dr. 
Solis Cohen, the representative of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation. 

At the conclusion of Dr, Caspari’s remarks Dr. Hynson pre- 
sented Dr. Harvey Beck and Dr. A. P. Herring, who were pres- 
ent as a committee from the Medical and Chirurgical Faculty 
to officially bring to the attention of the branch the new build- 
ing which the faculty proposes to erect as its headquarters and 
to invite the co-operation of the branch. Dr. Herring, after 
pointing out the need of a new building, briefly outlined the 
methods being pursued in raising the necessary funds, and 
asked that those present assist in making the benefit perform- 
ance to be given at Ford's Opera House in December a success. 
Dr. Beck advised that any contribution by pharmacists be 
made through the branch, and invited the appointment of a 
committee from the branch to co-operate with a committee 
from the faculty. While Dr. Beck disclaimed having authority 
to make any definite promises, he was confident that accommo- 
dation could be arranged in the new building for pharmaceu- 
tical meetings, exhibits and records, and assured those pres- 
ent that the members of the faculty would welcome such ar- 
rangements. 

Upon motion of Dr. Hynson the president of the branch, 
Dr. J. F. Hancock; the president of the Maryland Pharmaceu- 
tical Association, O. C. Smith, and E. F. Kelly, secretary of 
both bodies, were, elected a committee to confer with the 
faculty’s committee and to, report at the next meeting. 

Dr. Base then reviewed the proceedings of the new Scien- 
tific Section, giving a synopsis of many of the papers pre- 
sented in this section. On account of the lateness of the hour 
Dr. Dunning could not fully report the work accomplished by 
the section on Practical Pharmacy and Dispensing, of which 
he was chairman, but he did present a brief resume, sufficient 
to show that the last year was something of a banner year for 
this section.

DRUGGISTS AID MOVEMENT TO AMEND SHERMAN ACT. 
Wholesalers Well Represented at the Chicago Conference of the 
National Civic Federation—Retailers Heard From Through 
National Secretary Wooten—Congress Will Be Urged to Pro- 
vide for a Nonpartisan Commission—Resolutions Bearing on 
Conditions in the Drug Trade. 





The conference arranged: by the National Civic Federation 
for the consideration and discussion of the Sherman anti-trust 
law and proposed amendments to it was opened in Chicago on 
October 22 and iasted four days. The wholesale drug trade 
was well and ably represented at the conference, the following 
members of the special committee appointed at this year’s 
annual meeting of the National Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion being in attendance: John N. Carey, Indianapolis; Wm. 
J. Schieffelin, New York; M. N. Kline, Philadelphia; Frank A. 
Faxon, Kansas City; Cyrus P. Walbridge, St. Louis; James 
W. Morrison, Chicago; George W. Lattimer, Columbus, and M. 
Carey Peter, Louisville. Others present included Lucien B. 
Hall, Cleveland; W..J. Walding, Toledo, and Frank E. Holli- 
day, New York. The delegation was honored by the selection 
of Dr. Schieffelin for membership on the Committee on Reso- 
lutions. Mr. Faxon was made chairman of the Committee on 
Rules and Organization, and Mr. Kline served on the same com- 
mittee and on the Committee on Finance. Cyrus P. Walbridge 
was chosen vice-president of the conference. 

The salient point of the deliberations of the delegates is 
contained in one of the resolutions, which urges upon Congress 
to pass legislation providing for a non-partisan commission in 
which the interest of capital, of labor and of the general public 
should be represented. A resolution also was adopted provid- 
ing that any proposed iegislation should include modification of 
the prohibition now existing upon combinations on certain sub- 
jects, among the subjects named being “ business and industria! 
agreements or combinations whose objects are in the public in- 
terests as distinguished from objects determined to be con- 
trary to the public interests.” 

The retail druggists of the country were represented by 
Thomas V. Wooten, secretary of the National Association of 
Retail Druggists, who devoted the five minutes allotted to him 
to an account of the encroachments of the department stores 
on the drug trade and the methods pursued by these establish- 
ments in charging up to advertising account the losses incurred 
by price cutting. He said he doubted whether the retail busi- 
uess could be carried on at all without some kind of an agree- 
ment with the manufacturers. 

Dr. Sehieffelin delivered a somewhat lengthier address, in 
which he reviewed fully the efforts made by the three branches 
of the trade to regulate business in such a way that a fair 
profit might be derived from the sale of proprietary articles. 
The text of this address, which has considerable historical 
value to the trade apart from the interesting manner in whick 
the facts are set forth, is published elsewhere in this issue. 

At the close of the meeting the visiting delegates and Chi- 
cago wholesale druggists were the guests of J. W. Morrisson at 
a banquet in the Hotel Stratford, among the Chicago guests 
being C. P. and Robert Van Schaack, Arthur Dawson, F, Kee!- 
ing and W. C. Shurtleff. 


Riker E nployees May Subscribe for Stock. 
Boston, October 19.—At a banquet, attended by the officers 
and 50 employes of the William B. Riker & Sons Company, pro- 
prietors of the Jaynes drug stores in Boston, which was held 
in the Parker House to-night, A. H. Cosden, secretary of the 
company, submitted a stock participation and’ profit sharing 
plan, by means of which employes will derive great benefits 
through subscribing for a limited amount of the company’s 
stock at one-half its market value. In accordance with the 
provisions of this plan, offered by the corporation to its deserv- 
ing employees, the purchaser. will be allowed five years in which 
to pay for the stock for which he subscribes. 
Following the banquet, addresses were made by Dr. J. H.

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First Annual Meeting a Pronounced Success. 


Washington, D. C., November 6.—The closing meeting of 
the year of the District of Columbia Chapter of the Woman's 
Organization of the N. A. R. D., was held on October 17, when 
plans for the ensuing year’s work were formulated and officers 
elected. The retiring president, Mrs. L. Flemer, reported on 
the work of the past year, and a letter from Mrs. G, Godding 
was read, notifying Mrs, J. T. Hoskins that she was appointed 
a member of the National Executive Comittee. Votes of thinks 
were offered to the retiring president, and Mrs. W. S. Richard- 
son read her report as delegate to the Chicago colference. The 
following officers were elected : 

President, Mrs. W. S. Richardson; first vice-president, Mrs. 
Kdward F. Albert; second vice-president, Mrs. Wilson C. 
‘Thompson; secretary, Mrs. Henry Evans; corresponding secre- 
tary, Mrs. George W. Hurlebaus; treasurer, Mrs. A. C. Taylor; 
auditor, Mrs. H. O. Trowbridge; chairman of the Entertain- 
ment Committee, Mrs. C. L. Henry; chairman of the Committee 
-on Mutual Improvement and Press Work, Mrs. L. F. Kebler; 
chairman of the Committee on Membership, Mrs. W. H. Daw; 
-chairman of the Committee on Introductions, Miss Sims; chair- 
man of the Visiting Committee, Mrs. A. E. Powell. 

The chapter celebrated its first anniversary on October 24. 
‘The meeting was held in the National College of Pharmacy 
and the lecture room was filled to overflowing. The newly 
elected president, Mrs. Richardson, opened the meeting with 
earnest words of welcome, and asked for the co-operation of 
all members to make the present year a successful one. The 
president also made an elaborate report of the Chicago meeting. 

S. L. Hilton made a short report relative to the N. A. R. D. 
meeting at Chicago. He pointed out and emphasized the fact 
that the organization had gone on record to the effect that 
ithere should be steps taken toward passing a law which would 
control the sale of narcotics between the States. Dr. Ko- 
lusowski spoke of the endeavor on the part of the N. A. R. D. 
to separate itself from its former connection with patent medi- 
-cines. All considered this a most desirable step, and hoped that 
all pharmacists would assist in the work, concentrating their 
efforts in making the physicians better acquainted with the 
Pharmacopeia, and in this way not only place pharmacy on 
-a more scientific basis, but give the Pharmacopeia a substan- 
tial support. He considered that the National Formulary was 
more of an ephemeral publication, and from the nature of the 
tbook would be changed more or less often as progress required. 

Dr. H. W. Wiley, who was called on to make a few remarks, 
‘spoke in his usual happy vein. He advocated pharmacists to 
work along lines which would bring their work in harmony 
with that of physicians. They should not be willing to be made 
merely the agents through whom some one else is endeavoring 
to exploit ready-made goods. The two professions should affil- 
iate in every possible way, and in this way accomplish the 
best possible results for the sick. He called attention to the 
fact that while physicians and pharmacists are required by 
law to obtain certain proficiencies in education, and then submit 
to an examination in order to determine whether or not they are 
qualified, there were many individuals distributing medicines 
throughout the United States who did not possess the rudi- 
ments of either pharmacy or medicine. Such a _ condition 
“should not be tolerated, and every organized effort should be 
made by both the pharmaceutical and medical professions to 
have laws enacted prohibiting transactions of this character. 
If an individual in one State desired to sell medicines in an- 
‘other State, he should qualify according to the laws of every 
State in which he expected to sell such remedies. He said he 
‘did not wish to be placed on record as saying that there were 
ho good patent medicines. 


Dr. Lyman F. Kebler was then introduced. He congratu- 
lated the organization on its first anniversary and hoped that 
‘greater results would be accomplished during the present year 
than in the year just closed. He drew attention to the desira- 
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bility of enacting an interstate antinareotic law. The subject 
of the Indianapolis decision was touched on, and very pessi- 
mistic views were expressed relative to the future of the N. 
A. R. D. The last meeting of the national organization showed 
that the members had in a measure seen that the foundation 
on which they had been building consisted largely of sand, and 
made a determined effort te place the institution upon a more 
substantial basis. This was undoubtedly done at the Chicago 
meeting, and the Woman’s Organization should lend every 
possible support to the ideas evolved at this meeting. Refresh- 
ments were served later, and a number of useful articles were 
sold by an impromptu auctioneer, known in the drug trade as 
George Hurlebaus, The ladies realized in addition to a very 
valuable meeting money amounting to $25.

Few Societics Respond to G, A. S. Call for 
Conference. 


In response to the cal] for a conference on the interpretation 
of the Page Anti-substitution law, which was issued. by the 
German Apothecaries’ Society a month ago, only four represen- 
tatives of the pharmaceutical societies in this city responded 
and attended the meeting arranged by the G. A. 8S. in the New 
York College of Pharmacy for October 31. As so few local 
pharmaceutical associations were represented, the discussion 
was quickly ended before any conclusion could be drawn from 
the opinions of those who expresseé@ their views. The G. A. S., 
however, is planning to have a test case tried in the courts in 
order to have the question thoroughly adjudicated. 

Those who attended the conference arranged by the G. A. S§. 
were Dr. William Muir, representing the Kings County Pharma- 
ceutical Society; Jacob Diner, representing the M. A. R. D., 
the Manhattan Pharmaceutical Association and the Hudson 
Pharmaceutical Association, and E. C. Goetting and Mr. Roux, 
representing the G. A. S. 
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Manhattan Association Urges Closer Relations 
Between Druggist and Legislator. 

In the belief that they would be able to secure more friendly 
legislation and prevent the passage of measures hostile to the 
drug trade, members of the Manhattan Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation adopted at their latest meeting, held on Monday even- 
ing, October 21, in the New York College of Pharmacy Build- 
ing, resolutions urging that more vigorous efforts be made to 
obtain from their State Assemblymen and Senators a recogni- 
tion of their rights. The subject was brought before the meet 
ing by Jacob Diner, who, as chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee, made an exhaustive report on the work of that com- 
mittee at the last session of the State Legislaturé, in which he 
expatiated upon the difficulties which the committee had en- 
countered in defeating bills which threatened the best inter- 
ests of the trade. 

In discussing the situation, Mr. Diner said that most of 
the State legislators would be pleased to serve the interests of 
their druggist constituents if these legislators were shown the 
real nature of many of the measures which they are called to 
vote upon. As an example of the unnecessary hardship which 
local legislation and ordinances can work in the retail drug 
trade, Mr. Diner called the attention of the members to the 
ordinance contained in the Sanitary Code of the New York 
Department of Health requiring the labeling of the alcoho! 
content in galenical preparations, which Commissioner Thomas 
P. Darlington has said he will soon enforce. 

“Every pharmacist in this city should cultivate the ac- 
quaintance of the Assemblymen and Senators and should seek 
to learn the sentiments of the candidates for such State posi- 
tions before he pledges them his support,’ said Mr. Diner. 
* By doing so we will be able to show these men what a power 
we are in the community, and they will be more likely to ob- 
serve our wishes in the matter of legislation when they do not 
contlict with the best interests of the majority of the people.” 

Mr. Diner concluded his remarks by stating that he would 
have the pleasure of representing the association as its agent 
at the next session of the Legislature in Albany, and said that 
he was desirous of learning the opinions and wishes of the 
members in regard to the measures which will come before 
this session. He asked particularly as to the wishes of the 
members in relation to the narcotics to be included in the new 
law against narcotics, and whether they wish to uphold the 
right of the New York State Board of Pharmacy to enforce 
the laws relating to the sale of drugs. 

A discussion of these subjects developed the fact that many 
fo the physicians in this city do not understand the provisions 
of the law against the sale of cocaine. One member of the 
association said that a doctor in his neighborhood recently be- 
came greatly enraged when this member refused to refill a pre- 
scription calling for cocaine. The doctor had instructed his 
patient to ask the druggist to refill the prescription, and was 
greatly astonished when he learned that he had requested the 
druggist to commit a felony. As a result of these revelations 
the members voted to instruct the secretary to call the atten- 
tion of the New York County Medical Society to the State 
cocaine law, and to the fact that, in accordance with its pro- 
visions, physicians or their patients must present a new order 
in writing every time they want to have a prescription calling 
for cocaine renewed. 

The attention of the members was also called to the regti- 
lations of the Bureau of Combustibles of the New York Fire 
Department, restricting the sale of insecticides and metal 
polishes containing benzin, naphtha and other petroleum prod 
ucts having a flash point less than 150 degrees F. After some 
diseussion on this regulation, the members voted to instruct 
the Legislative Committee to consult with the New York Char 
ter Revision Committee in relation to all desirable changes in 
the municipal charter affecting the status of pharmacy. 

As the meeting of the Manhattan Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion adjourned the members of the Eastern Branch of the New 
York State Board of Pharmacy entered the meeting room. Dr. 
William Muir was asked by the members of the association to 
address them, Dr. Muir urged that they support the board in 
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its efforts to retain its privilege of enforcing the State phar- 
macy laws. He expressed the belief that all druggists in this 
city would stand by the board in its fight to retain this pre- 
rogative, and added that the only way in which the board 
could be deprived of this right was through apathy on the 
part of the druggists. 


N. Y. R. D. A. to Confer with Charter Revision 


Committee. 


In the hope that they may be able to exclude from the 
revised charter of the City of New York any ordinances and 
provisions hostile to the best interests of pharmacy, the mem- 
bers of the New York Retail Druggists’ Association voted at 
their latest meeting in this city to appoint a committee to confer 
with the Charter Revision Committee of New York on this 
subject. 

It was also decided at this.meeting that the members should 
make a determined effort to secure a conference of the repre- 
sentatives of the various pharmaceutical organizations in this 
State and arrange for a hearing before the Charter Revision 
Committee as soon as possible. The committee appointed by 
the president of the N. Y. R. D. A. consisted of Charles Bern- 
stein, B. Colle and Peter Diamond. 

The members of the N. Y. R. D. A. discussed at some length 
the scarcity of drug clerks in this city, but despite the fact 
that this prevailing scarcity of clerks is due to the higher pre- 
requisite educational requirements in this State. none of the 
members was inclined to advocate a return to the lower educa- 
tional requirements. Without exception they agreed that the 
higher standards of education tended to elevate pharmacy and 
to limit the number of small retail stores. 


Hudson River Pharmacists to Meet Doctors. 

The first of the series of joint meetings with the physicians 
of Harlem and Washington Heights, which the members of the 
IIudson River Pharmaceutical Association have planned for 
the ensuing winter, will be held to-morrow evening in the 
Picken Building, at St. Nicholas avenue and 125th street. 
large attendance is expected, as many of the most prominent 
uptown doctors have promised to be present. 

In conducting their U. S. P. and N. F. campaign, the mem- 
bers of the Hudson River organization are sending to physi- 
cians samples of elixir glycero phosphate comp.. N. F., and 
syrup pini strobi comp., N. F., together with circular letters 
which contain information relating to these standard prep- 
urations, 

At the meeting with the physicians to-morrow evening, the 
Standard Preparations Committee intends to have a scientific 
paper read to the doctors by one of its members. 

The Hudson River Pharmaceutical Association Bowling Club 
members have chosen their officers for the ensuing year by elect- 
ing Louis Berger, president; A. Silverman, secretary, and Harry 
Spriggs. treasurer.

cern shown by him in the welfare and advancement of the younger 
element when the spirit of inquiry and earnestness were manifest to 
him, marked him as one of intelligent seriousness and whose under 
standing of genius ané@ ability would lead him at times to lose what 
seemed to be his innate opposition to real sociability ; and 

Whereas, We learn that he had returned to Chicago owing to the 
pressure of adverse circumstances, to again enter upon the arduous 
duties of professional life; be it therefore 

Resolved, That we, his companions of years, express sorrow for our 
friend, who so severely felt the oppressive hand of an inexorable nature 
at a time of life when his pathway should have been smooth and bor 
dered with beautiful emblems, prosperity and success befitting an 
honest, moral, just and well spent life. 

Further, that we caimot remain passively conscious or insensible to 
the fact that but few of our old associates now remain, who by their 
foresight and profound application succeeded in lifting pharmacy from 
the almost purely mechanical te a broadly scientifie level and who s> 
successfully laid the cornersione of the structure that has become th: 
source of inspiration to many others. 

Further, that in our serrew and sympathy we reverently hope that 
the guiding hand ef the past will still continue to lead us in the path 
way of trve advancement, as was his efforr. 

His work ws steadfast. true. noble and unselfish, his desires most 
humanitarian, aud his lifce’s labors serve only as a source of encourage 
ment for those who follow to emulate his efforts. 

With profound regret we hid an everlasting farewell to anoth 
coadjutor, and feeling!y inscribe his name on our roll of honor wit 
those of Garrison, Bastin. Martin, Sargent and Ebert.

THE CLERK PROBLEM SERIOUS IN BUFFALO. 


Druggists as Manufacturers—Nothing Doing in the Athletic Line 
Direct Contracts Signed.

Buffalo, November 5.—The Buffalo retail druggists do not 
quite agree on the amount of trade they are doing. Nobody 
is boasting of any great activity, while not a few are groaning 
in poverty, as some of them put it. These must be extreme 
cases, for the trade has more bottom to it than that, even when 
the city does happen to turn healthy. 

The Clerk Problem. 

The clerk, or boy, problem is guite a serious one and it is 
too bad that so many honest druggists see in it the work of 
the advocates of the prerequisite law. They claim that it has 
made the help problem a very serious one, for a boy who goes 
to work in a drug store has no standing there and can get none 
till he goes through the college, and it often happens that he 
has not education enough to get into the college when he is 
old enough to go, <A city druggist was asked the other day 
What became of the pharmacy college graduates. There ought 
them to meet the requirement. Te replied 
that the boy was too dignified to take a clerkship and usually 
did nothing till his father mortgaged his farm to buy him 2 
store with.

Still the advocates of the prerequisite law easily see a line 
through the maze that is broad enough to provide all the clerks 
needed. Let the boy work in a drug store till he is ready for 
the college, studying at the same time and maybe getting time 
to go through the high school. After the college is past he is 
still entirely in line for a position in a retail drug store, for 
his whole bent is in that direction. The boy from the farm 
Without this sort of training is better off on the farm still, if 
he merely goes into a drug store long enough to enable him to 
get a license. 

A Radical Change in the Drug Store. 

It is plain that the retail drug store is undergoing a rad 
ical change of front. A visitor will not have to be admitted 
to the workroom of the more enterprising establishments long 
to find that out. It is a matter of necessity for the retailer to 
xo into manufacturing. There is too little profit in the busi 
ness where practically everything has to be bought just as it 
is sold except for a little mixing now and then. The druggist 
does not mean to starve on what little trade the department 
store has left him, so he will turn his store into a manufac 
tory more or less,

Cumphor, monobromated, reflects the easier position of the 
gum and manufactures’ prices show a decline of 5c per pound 
to $1.40 to $1.50 as to quantity, the inside figure being for 5t 
pound lots. 

Cantharides, Chinese, are not inquired for to any extent. 
and holders are easier in their views, quotations being reduced 
to 40¢ to 45c as to quantity. - 

Chalk, precipitated, has been advanced in price owing to 2 
reclassification of customs duties, and light is now quoted at 
444c to 4%c in casks and barrels. 

Chamomile flowers are rather slow of sale at the moment 
and some so-called German are pressing for sale at 16c, though 
up to 25e is asked for true German, The Roman variety -s 
quiet and easier at 20¢ to 22c. 


Clover tops are in improved position owing to an active 
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consuming demand, and slight spot scarcity ; recent sales were 
at 17¢e. 

Cocaine is given very little consideration, though the market 
appears well sustained on the former basis of $2.10 for bulk. 


Codeine is very slow of sale and the market is easier in 
tone with manufacturers quoting at a decline of 20¢ an ounce, 
to the basis of $4.50 to $4.70 for pure in bulk. The decline is 
attributed to the lower cost of opium. 

Codliver oil is in slightly better demand, especially in a 
jobbing way, and values appear well sustained at the current 
range of $23 to $28 for Norwegian, as to brand, and $22 to $25 
for Newfoundland. 

Cubeb berries have hardened in the interval, sales having 
been made at 17¢ to 18¢ in the face of diminishing supplies;

Glycerin is held with increased strength and firmness, the 
demand being good. Manufacturers have advanced the range 
to 16c to 164¢ for drums or barrels, and 17¢ to 174e in cans. 

Guarana continues to offer at the previous range of $2.75 to 
$3.00, but the market is not particularly active, despite the fact 
that stocks are somewhat limited. 

Haarlem oil is irregular and unsettled owing to competition 
and increased spot supplies. In some quarters sales are making 
at $3.25, while up to $4.00 is asked in others. 

Juniper berries are offered more freely in consequence of 
fresh stock additions, and we hear of sales at 844c to 3%4e. 

Lactucarium is held with increased firmness owing to re- 
ports of crop scarcity, and $6.00 is now asked, with only small 
lots available. 

Manna, small flake, is maintained with increased strength 
and we hear of sales in a jobbing way at 58ec to 60c. 

Menthol is dull and neglected and quotations are largely 
nominal, with the tone of the market easier at $3.20 to $3.25. 

Nux vomica is scarce and firm, especially the higher grades, 
and the quoted range of prices is 4¢e to 4¥4c, as to quality and 
quantity. 

Opium has lost in strength, if anything, during the inter- 
val, the demand continuing of limited proportions and lacking 
in spirit; jobbing quantities appear to be the limit of most 
buyers, and it is apparent that current nominal quotations 
might be shaded on a firm offer. While cases are generally 
quoted at $6.25, jobbing quantities are available at the same 
price. Powdered is quoted at $7, but less would buy, business 
having been done at 20¢ to 25¢e below this figure. 

Quinine has undergone no change of importance during the 
interval. Manufacturers report an average demand for such 
lots as are needed for immediate consumption, but the tone of 
the market is steady, on the basis of former quotations. The 
demand seldom exceeds jobbing proportions, no interest what- 
ever being taken in round lots and second hands are doing next 
to nothing. For 100 ounce lots manufacturers’ prices are on 
the basis of 16c. 

Tonka beans, Angostura, are in light supply and wanted, 
and holders have advanced quotations to 821c to 85e, though 
the inside figure might be shaded on quantity lots. 

Venice turpentine is scarce and wanted, and we hear of 
recent sales of true at 20c.

Bromide of potash, ammonia and soda are offered from 
manufacturers at a decline from previous quotations, the cut 
amounting to le per Ib. on each salt; potassium is quoted at 
15e, sodium at 20e and ammonium at 22e¢. 

Cream tartar has developed a firmer tendency, though spot 
quotations do not vary from 28\4c to 28%e for crystals, and 
23l6e to 24e for powdered.

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A TRAVELER’S EXPERIENCE IN PERU. 
By ALFRED LE, Morenn, 
New York. 

After leaving Panama the first port of call in Peru is Payta. 
‘The town is situated on the slopes of a sandy hill and partly on 
the shore. Nearly all of the buildings are built of Guayaquil 
cane, Which is a kind of bamboo from 6 to S inches in diameter. 
it is split up one side and flattened and then used just as 
though it were a board. Though a thin one—about a quarter 
inch—it is remarkably tough. The population mumbers

One 
of the greatest inconveniences a traveler is compelled to undergo 
in this country is that he has to obtain a health certificate and has 
to have all of his baggage disinfected (which by the way 
spoils or destroys all of his clothes) before he ean buy his rail- 
road. ticket. On boarding the train he will find that it has 
been deluged with a solution of carbolie acid. The traveler 
steps into pools of the solution, left to dry by the heat of the 
torrid sun, and has to breathe this perfume for the rest of the 
trip. This disinfection is done by the health authorities, for 
the purpose of avoiding the development of bubonie plague and 
other contagious diseases, which prevail almost the year round, 
among the lower classes. 

Piura has about 20,000 inhabitants and its commerce is very 
important, a number of foreign firms doing a general business 
there. The principal wealth of this department is derived from 
agriculture, the farmers making a specialty of cotton growing, 
the product having the reputation of being the best grown in 
Peru. We present a characteristic street scene in Piura. 

The importation of American patent medicines and drugs is 
as yet in its infancy, as the druggists of the United States have 
hot pushed their specialties in this market with the energy shown 
by the English, French and Germans, and there is a wide field 
for the wholesaler and jobber to extend and further develop 
their business, with expectations of liberal returns. 

One of the most important factors in this connection would 
be judicious and striking advertising. There are many. firms 
who use no judgment whatever in this line, and who are throw- 
ing away their money and energy without any chance whatever

In visiting them I found very few American pat 
ent medicines and proprietaries, with the exception of those 
belonging to three or four drug firms which have their own 
travelers in the field and have placed their specialties in tho

merket. Any important firm which has not thought of extending 
its business to Latin American countries, ought to give the 
subject serious thought and enter these open fields, with the 
confidence of sure success which is in store to the first comer. 
Patent medicines in general are used among every Class of so- 
ciety, a patient often goes to a druggist and asks him for a 
good rheumatism remedy or other specialty. 

In Chiclayo there are a number of Chinese and Italian 
merchants doing a good business; they deal in general mer- 
chandise, drugs and patent medicines being included. This is 
the central town of the department, as it supplies a number of 
smaller towns around, besides numerous haciendas. At pres-

ent the condition of the market is rather dull on account of a 
long drought; however, there is a tendency of improvement 
and the reaction is in sight. 

Herewith are presented two pictures of Chiclayo, one look- 
ing west, showing part of the principal business street. while 
the other shows the business center. 

A street car runs from the depot to the heart of the town, 
a distance of about two miles, the fare being 5 cents silver or 
2% cents gold. 

From Chiclayo the traveler must return to Eten, where 
he undergoes the same disagreeable experience in getting on 
board the steamer. The next port of call is Pacasmayo, where 
the landing facilites are the same as in Eten. The town it- 
self is of small importance, though an important export and 
import business is done, there being a number of inland towns 
which send all their products to be shipped along the coast or 
to Europe. The principal exports are rice and sugar. The 
principal inland towns reached from this port are Chepen, 
Guadalupe and Cajamarca. 

The drug store of Angelat Brothers, which is one of the rep- 
resentative drug stores of Guadalupe, is shown herewith. 

Chepen is one of the most important interior towns reachec 
from Pacasmayo. One of the peculiarities of Chepen is the 
prevailing odor of opium, due to the presence of a large num- 
ber of Chinamen, who use it freely—in fact, probably one-third 
of the population is Chinese. This is quite an important com- 
mercial center, supplying all the rich farming country and 
numerous smaller villages of a large surrounding territory. 

Cajamarca is reached by train from Pacasmayo by way of 
Tambladera, about 50 miles inland from the port. by a railway 
train which runs only once a week. At Taembladera. about 50 
miles inland, the traveler leaves the railway and after a three 
days’ mule ride over the mountains reaches Cajamarea. The 
preparations for this journey are quite a serious matter, as 
each traveler must either buy a train of mules or make a con- 
tract with a muleteer to furnish mules and guide. He must 
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also carry with him his own camp outfit, including bedding. 
cooking utensils and food, as he cannot secure any accommo 
dations along the route. A good rifle is also a desirable part 
of the equipment. The whole of a day will be wasted in mak 
ing preparations for the journey, and the traveler will hav: 
time in the evening to get thoroughly homesick, as there ji 
nothing in the way of entertainment in the town. 

The start is made about three o'clock in the morning, anc 
25 to 30 miles is considered a day’s journey, the guide making 
an effort to reach shelter over night, otherwise the beds are 
stretched out in the open air. The paths which are not worthy 
the name of roads, are so rough and steep that it is with dir- 
ficulty that even the well trained mules retain their footing, 
while a slip would sometimes mean a fall over a sheer preci- 
pice of 2,060 to 3,000 feet. In my own experience I had an 
annoying accident due to the fright of a pack mule which ran 
away, broke open a trunk which was tied to its back and scat- 
tered my wardrobe over the hills for a quarter of a mile and 
broke its leg, which necessitated having it shot. Fortunately 
we had only a few miles to go to reach town where we could 
get another mule. 


The Home of the Incas. 

Cajamarca is a very picturesque city, and one of the oldest 
in Peru. Here the Spaniards, four centuries ago, burned to 
death Atahualpa, the Inca or Emperor of Peru, in their greed 
to extort from him the secret of his hidden treasures. The 
town is built in a beautiful valley, at an elevation of 14,000 
feet above the sea level. There are a number of firms, trading 
in general merchandise. almost all of them selling drugs and 
patent medicines. During my stay there I suffered considera- 
bly on account of the rarefied air, and had to walk at a snail’s 
pace, so as not to lose my breath entirely. 

The principal products are grains—-wheat and Indian corn— 
and it is surprising to see almost all the slopes and steep 
mountain sides cultivated. especially at such an altitude. Near-

ly all of the grain is consumed by the surrounding population 
and the city itself, and very little of it is sent to the coast, on‘ 
account of the transportation difficulties. The city is develop 

ing, and is being improved, as to lighting and street paving, and 
can boast of a beautiful square, with a pretty garden in the 


center, all due to the activity and energy of the present Mayor. {
